In addition to the foregoing, publicly available copies of the
various bills introduced, hearing records, administrative orders,
Press releases, and other relevant documentary materials issued by
the Government will be transmitted to your organization.

Association agrees to pay Counsel an annual retainer fee of
$50,000.00 (Fifty Thousand Dollars) to be remitted within a

reasonable time after execution of this agreement, but no later
than September 1, 1988.

In addition to the above cited fee, EIA-J agrees to pay Counsel
$1,500.00 (One Thousand Five Hundred Dollars) per each day spent
oustside of Washington, D.C., including travel time, for services to
be rendered by Counsel, at the specific request of EIA-J.

This agreement shall not include services to be rendered

specifically with respect to any particulary legislative, administrative

or executive action involving extensive representations,.whgther in the
form of personal appearances, drafting,research and subm1ss1ons of
briefs and testimony in connection with formal congressional or

administrative hearings or services with respect to any specific
public relations projects.




This agreement shall become effective April 1, 1988 through
March 31, 1989. Thereafter, it shall be subject to renewal

annually, unless terminated, in writing, by efther party thirty (30)
days before the termination of the agreement.
